A NURSE, who is accused of poi- 
soning her mother with a lethal 
dose of insulin, had no motive for 
trying to kill her, a court has been 
told. 

Julia Knight denies attempting to 
murder Irene Robson at the Horton 
General Hospital in Banbury in Octo- 
ber last year, while she was recovering 
from a fall. 

Knight, 56, admits administering 
the potentially lethal dose of insulin, 
but insists that she wanted to give her 
mother a medical “blip”, to get her bet- 
ter care. 

Simon Mayo QC, defending, told a 
jury of five women and seven men on 
Monday that his client had no reason to 
try to murder her mother. 

He said: “What possible motive would 
she have had for taking the life of the 
mother that she loved? 

“The prosecution have not provided 
any satisfactory answer to that. 

“There is no financial motive for such 
an horrendous deed.” 

The court heard that Ms Robson’s 
health had deteriorated after she was 
diagnosed with leukaemia. She had suf- 
fered falls and a brain haemorrhage. 

Mr Mayo told Oxford Crown Court 
that the prosecution’s claim that Knight 
wanted to end the arguments about put- 
ting her mother into a care home did 
not add up. 

He added: “This was to be a murder of 
pure convenience. That’s what they are 
left with suggesting. 

“It would be a difficult enough propo- 
sition to accept if there was evidence 
mother and daughter did not get on and 
there was no love lost between them, 
but that is not the case here.” 

John Price, prosecuting, said it had 
been a “cold-blooded and carefully 
planned” murder attempt. 

He told the jury that Knight, of Syca- 
more Drive, Banbury, had forged a pre- 
scription for insulin at the West Bar 
Doctors Surgery, where she worked as 
a nurse. 

She then went to her mother’s bedside 
and gave her the injection of 1ml of 
insulin, which caused her to go into a 
hypoglycemic attack. Doctors managed 
to save her life. 

Last week, Knight had told the court 
she only wanted to cause Ms Robson to 
have a “blip” so that medics would see

she was too ill to go home. 

She said: “I needed to do something 
to make them sit up and see that she 
wasn’t well. They were going to send 
her home with no care package, with 
no thought to her health failing. 

“IT wanted her to be a little bit poor- 
ly, just to have a bit of a blip so that 
they would sit up and take notice.” 

The jury was considering its ver- 
dict as we went to press.

Ninety routes under 
threat in buses cuts 


Subsidies face the axe 
as council is forced to 
find further savings in 

latest budget review

ALMOST 90 bus routes 
in Oxfordshire are under 
threat of being axed be- 
cause of budget cuts. 

Next Tuesday transport 
bosses will decide whether 
to end all bus subsidies in 
the county and save £3.7m, or 
keep about a third and save 
£2.3m. 

The subsidies are paid by 
Oxfordshire County Council 
to bus companies and com- 
munity groups so they can 
run 118 bus routes, mainly in 
rural areas, that would oth- 


erwise not be commercially 
viable. 

The local authority is also 
set to scrap the £260,000 a 
year spent on dial-a-ride —- a 
door-to-door service for peo- 
ple with mobility problems — 
which it said could be taken 
on by community groups. 

But it comes after a consul- 
tation revealed there was “a 
deep level of concern” about 
the proposals, which sparked 
more than 2,650 comments, 
236 emails and letters and 
seven petitions. 

County council transport 
boss David Nimmo Smith 
said it was “another example 
of the council being faced 
with difficult choices”, as it 
grapples with an expected 
£50m of fresh cuts. 

The authority has already 
had to plan about £290m of 
cuts since 2010 because of re- 
ductions to its funding by the 
Government. 


Mr Nimmo Smith said: “I 
did not stand for election to 
do things like this and people 
have been telling me exactly 
what they think about these 
proposals. 

“They value these services 
and want them to be retained 
at all costs. 

“But it is not that simple 
and we would not be having 
this discussion if they were 
commercially viable. In the 
past the county council has 
stepped up to help, but we 
simply cannot afford to keep 
doing that now.” 

The county council said 
88 of the 118 subsidised bus 
routes were “fully subsi- 
dised”, with the rest being 
partly subsidised to run de- 
tours, extra services at off- 
peak hours, or stop at less 
well-used bus stops. 

Under proposals to scrap 
all of the subsidies and 
save £3.7m, fully subsidised 


routes could be closed and 
others reduced. 

But the local authority said 
33 fully-subsidised routes 
could be kept open under its 
alternative £2.3m proposal, 
with cash for a further six 
partly-subsidised routes also 
saved. 

Two versions of this pro- 
posal were put forward, with 
one prioritising off-peak 
services and another prior- 
itising peak services, after 
feedback from the public 
consultation held over the 
summer. 

If the changes are made, 
the subsidies would be 
phased out between April 
and June next year. 

The council’s cabinet will 
meet to discuss the proposals 
at 2pm on Tuesday at County 
Hall, Oxford.

Booming property market shows 40% sales rise 


HOMES worth £5bn were bought and 
sold in Oxfordshire last year. 

Reflecting the property price boom, the 
figure is up from £3bn two year ago -a 
rise of more than 40 per cent. 

Giles Lawton, of estate agent Savills in 
Oxford, said: “Oxfordshire is a very 
vibrant housing market. The schools, 
universities, hospitals and the new rail 
link from Oxford Parkway to Marylebone 
make Oxford a very popular destination.” 

It meant the amount collected through 
tax on property purchases, known as 
stamp duty, rose by almost 50 per cent in 
two years. 

Some £138m in stamp duty was 
generated across the county, up from 
£93m in 2012. And it rose by a fifth in the 
12 months to April this year, according to 
figures from HM Revenue and Customs. 

But Mr Lawton said changes to stamp 
duty in the Chancellor's Autumn 
Statement had put people off buying at 
the top end. 

Sales of houses costing £2m or more 
were down by half, compared with the 
same time last year. 

He said: “If you are buying a house for 
£5m, you can afford £0.5m in stamp duty 
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Giles Lawton, director of residential 
properties, at Savills estate agency in 
Oxford, says the local market is vibrant 


but it does affect buyers in the £2m to 
£4m range.” 

Under new stamp duty rules, no tax is 
payable on the first £125,000, but it rises 
on asliding scale, starting from two per 
cent for homes costing £125,000 to 


£250,000 up to 12 per cent for £1.5m-plus 
houses. 

Ellie Cartwright, 29, bought her first 
home near Bicester in August. 

The TV producer, who grew up in 
Oxford, saved for three years to find the 
deposit on the £217,000 one-bedroom 
property and paid £5,000 in fees, 
including £1,800 stamp duty. 

She said: “It’s outrageous first-time 
buyers have to pay this tax. | don’t believe 
there’s a single buyer in Oxford who 
wouldn't have to pay it, because there’s 
nothing you can buy for that amount.” 

South Oxfordshire had the biggest total 
of house sales, reaching £1.2bn in the 12 
months to April this year. 

Oxford was in second place, with £960m 
worth of sales, followed by Cherwell with 
£922m, Vale of White Horse £903m and 
West Oxfordshire £698m. 

Oxford City Council leader Bob Price 
said: “It reflects what we know as Oxford 
having the most expensive housing 
market in Britain outside London. The rise 
has been accentuated by economic 
growth in the area and people coming 
here to work. It is a generation shift which 
is a growing problem.” 


Sex assault denied 


BANBURY: A man has denied 
sexually assaulting a woman in 
March. 

Mark Salters appeared at Oxford 
Crown Court on Monday, accused of 
assault by penetration and sexual 
assault against the same woman. 

The 45-year-old, of Castle Street, 
Banbury, was freed on conditional bail 
to return to court on January 18. 


Delays to train trips 


OXON: Rail passengers faced delays 
of up to 40 minutes on Sunday due toa 
broken down train at Didcot Parkway. 

Great Western passengers were 
affected between about 2pm and 4pm 
by the delays. 

It comes as it emerged that rail users 
could face misery this Christmas due 
to engineering works. 

Worst-hit people are likely to be those 
travelling to London from Oxford and 
Banbury due to Paddington station 
being closed on December 27 and 28 as 
part of a £150m programme of works. 

But passengers will be able to use the 
new service to London Marylebone 
from Oxford Parkway station, which 
uses a different line to Great Western. 


Plan to arrest man 


BANBURY: An arrest warrant has 
been issued for a man who skipped bail 
and missed his sentencing. 

Anthony Chilton was due to be 
sentenced for an assault on Nathan 
Chilton last Friday but did not appear 
for the hearing at Oxford Crown Court. 

Rachel Drake, prosecuting, told the 
court that the 29-year-old had attended 
some of his meetings but had “slipped 
off the radar” recently. 

Chilton, of Edmunds Road, Banbury, 
denies common assault, but ajudge 
directed the jury to find him guilty. 

Judge Peter Ross issued an arrest 
warrant and adjourned the hearing 
without setting a date.

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Public has its say on cuts 


More protests against the 
plan to axe all children’s 
centres to meet the saving

PARENTS rallied and protest- 
ed against council proposals 
to axe £50m from its budget at 
the first in a series of events 
for the public to have their say. 

Children’s centres were the main 
talking point of the evening after 
more than 120 people gathered at 
County Hall in Oxford to question 
Oxfordshire County Council lead- 
er Ian Hudspeth as the authority 
works out where to swing the axe. 

Short presentations explaining 
the council’s reasons for having 
to cut services were given, before 
a Question Time-style debate was 
opened to the floor. 

Campaigners were mostly inter- 
ested in the effects on children’s 
centres and adult social care. 

Mr Hudspeth, joined by a panel 
of council officers, said he wanted 
to hear ideas about where some of 
the cuts could be made. 

He added: “If you stand up to- 
night and say to me ‘you cannot 
cut that service’ then please tell 
me where else cuts can be made. 

“We may have to cut more than 
£50m, we may have to cut less. It’s 
about working together and that’s 
why we have the consultations.”

their opinions after the authority 
said it needed to make “tough deci- 
sions” on how to balance the books. 

The council said the 90 options 
suggested, which total £52.6m, rep- 
resented “a worst-case scenario” in 
which the Government would cut its 
budget by up to £50m. 


It added that the fresh cuts would 
start from next year, with the au- 
thority focusing only on helping the 
“most vulnerable”. 

The 44 children’s centres are at risk 
of closure to save more than £6m. 

Jill Huish, of Banbury, attended 
the event with about 25 other parents 


campaigning against the potential 
closure of her children’s centre. 

Some of the group taped their 
mouths shut and wore placards with 
“may as well say nothing”. 

She said: “We are fighting for all 44 
of the children’s centres. They are 
vital services that need to stay open.” 


Cemetery’s 
expansion Is 
approved 


A CEMETERY in Banbury that 
was set to run out of room for 
graves within nine years has 
received permission to expand. 

Hardwick Hill Cemetery can 
now take over an extra three 
hectares of grassland adjacent to 
the existing crematorium. 

Banbury Town Council said 
that Southam Road Cemetery, 
which it also manages, was 
effectively full and all new 
burials would take place at 
Hardwick Hill Cemetery. The 
council also asked for additional 
parking spaces. 

There are currently 450 plots 
available according to Cherwell 
District Council, which approved 
the application. 

About 44 get used each year, but 
burial spots could start filling 
faster as the population grows. 

Cllr Michael Gibbard, 
Cherwell’s lead member for 
planning, said: “More than 7,000 
new homes are planned for 
Banbury by 2031 so with an 
increasing population we need to 
increase the facilities to support 
them both in life and in death. 

“The proposals by Banbury 
Town Council represent a logical 
expansion of the existing 
cemetery which will have 
minimal impact on the 
surrounding area and give 
people the choice to remain in 
their home town forever.” 

A condition of the approval is 
that work must begin on the 
expansion within three years.

Firefighters face 
unemployment 


Redundancy fears rise as 
changes to shift patterns 
‘are no longer attainable’

FIRE crews in Banbury and 
Oxford could be made redun- 
dant after proposed changes 
to shifts were found to break 
employment rules. 

Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service wanted to save £360,000 
by moving from a crew system 
of four watches to a system 
called ‘day crewing plus’, which 
uses two watches, at Banbury 
Fire Station. 

It would have led to the re- 
moval of 10 firefighter posts and 


four manager posts, but main- 
tained existing response times 
and availability of a pump 
there, fire chiefs said. 

But the new shifts would 
have required crews to provide 
‘standby’ cover from accommo- 
dation next to the fire station. 

The fire service said this was 
no longer possible, as a recent 
legal challenge had found that 
the time would be considered 
working hours and so would be 
in breach of the European Un- 
ion’s working time directive. 

A report by Oxfordshire’s 
chief fire officer, Dave Ether- 
idge, said: “We have sought le- 
gal advice and it is believed day 
crewing plus may no longer bea 
viable option.” 

Mr Etheridge added savings 
would now have to be found by 
removing two watch managers 


at Banbury, four watch manag- 
ers from Slade Park, in Oxford, 
and for that site and Rewley 
Road, also in Oxford, to be man- 
aged “as one station”. 

He said four crew managers 
would be brought in at Banbury 
“to maintain supervisory man- 
agement”. 

There are currently 16 on-call 
support watch managers and 
four watch manager incident 
support officers (ISO), and the 
fire chief said 14 extra ISO posts 
would be created to support on- 
call stations. 

Overall he said this would 
mean 12 watch manager posts 
could be cut, through vacancies 
and retirement, by April 2016. 

The move is due to be con- 
sidered by a scrutiny panel of 
councillors today at 2pm in 
County Hall, Oxford. 


Expansion scheme aims to bring 
community more library services 


A LIBRARY revolution could be 
under way in Oxordshire with 
plans to expand a home book 
delivery scheme and roll out 
new services. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
wants to make sure more elderly 
and house-bound people are able 
to borrow books by growing its 
home library service, which was 
used by 233 customers last year. 

The authority also plans to 
bring more council services into 
libraries across the county so 
people can get help and 
assistance in their community 
rather than having to travel to 
Oxford or Banbury. 

It hopes the growth in the 
home library service can offset 
the possible closure of the 
county’s mobile libraries as part 
of budget cuts which could be 
enforced in the coming years. 

Sheila Rickwood from Witney 
collects books from the town’s 
library and takes them to 


elderly and infirm customers. 

The 75-year-old said: “We get to 
know our clients and what they 
like to read and we pick five or 
six books and they normally 
take a couple of those. 

“They tell us what sort of 
books they like and as we get to 
know them it becomes easier to 
pick for them. 

“Tt provides a social element 
for them as well.” 

Mrs Rickwood said she and 
her fellow volunteers always 
wanted more people to sign up 
for deliveries but also expected 
they would need help as the 
service grows. 

Proposals to save £1m by 
closing all five mobile libraries 
in the county, cutting the fund 
for books and reducing library 
staff were among £52.5m of 
savings suggested by 
Oxfordshire County Council. 

New plans would also see 
county council customer service 


advisers based in libraries 
rather than in County Hall in 
Oxford. 

This is intended to help 
anyone walk into a library and 
access council services online, 
with help from staff. 

County council cabinet 
member for cultural and 
community services Lorraine 
Lindsay-Gale said she was 
upbeat about the future of 
libraries. 

She said: “I am excited about 
it. Itis a different service and I 
hope it is going to be more 
useful and more relevant to 
people across the county. 

“The Government wants 
libraries to offer as many 
services as they can online. 

“That is what we will be 
working towards doing in the 
coming years. 

“Customer service staff in the 
libraries will be able to help 
with that.”

Strike vote for DHL staff

WORKERS at DHL’s Banbury 
base are voting on whether to 
take industrial action. 

The GMB union has balloted 
more than 200 members employed 
across three warehouses at the lo- 
gistic firm’s Cherwell operation. 


The ballot, which closes next 
Friday, comes after union mem- 
bers rejected a 2.5 per cent pay of- 
fer earlier this month. 

Union representatives said on a 
typical day shift wage of £8.43 an 
hour the rejected rise would have 
added just 21p an hour to staff’s 
pay packets. 

Senior GMB representative Ste- 
vie Robertson said there were “a 
lot of disgruntled members”. 

Anumber of workers are reliant 
on tax credits to meet housing and 
other living costs, he added. 

He said: “We are looking for 


something that takes us towards 
£10 an hour, which would take peo- 
ple off tax credits. 

“Taxpayers are paying so that 
big companies like DHL can keep 
wages low.” 

The union is concerned there 
will be changes in working terms 
and conditions and a restructur- 
ing that could result in the loss 
of some overtime payments and 
pay freezes. It also fears the firm 
wants to increase the proportion 
of temporary contract workers. 

GMB organiser David Day said: 
“Industrial action is the last re- 


sort, so we are asking the compa- 
ny to reopen talks to improve the 
offer.” 

A DHL spokesman said: “We are 
disappointed that the GMB union 
has rejected our pay offer. It is a 
straightforward pay increase and 
not dependent on any require- 
ment to increase flexibility. 

“Our pay offer is generous in the 
current economic climate and we 
urge the union to reconsider.” 

The DHL site at Banbury han- 
dles packing, despatch and deliv- 
eries for almost 20 firms, includ- 
ing drugs giant Novartis.

CALLS for a referendum on 
increasing council tax by 
more than two per cent are 
expected to intensify this 
week. 

At a full meeting of the Con- 
servative-controlled Oxfordshire 
County Council, opposition 
councillors are due to argue the 
move should be considered as a 
way of reducing the impact of 
cuts. 

Labour, Liberal Democrat and 
Green councillors have raised 


concerns as the authority grap- 
ples with how it will find an ex- 
pected £50m of fresh savings, in 
the face of further cuts to its fund- 
ing, as well as children’s centre 
closures, reductions to mobile 
library services and cuts to bus 
subsidies. 

The local authority estimates 
that it could reduce cuts needed 
to £47m with a three per cent in- 
crease to council tax, at a cost 
of £37 more each year to Band D 
households, to £41m with a five 
per cent increase, at an extra cost 
per year of £62 to households, or 
down to £27m with a 10 per cent 
increase, at a cost of £123 extra 
per year to households. 

But at present the Government 
has said councils cannot raise 
council tax by two per cent or 
more without a local referendum. 

Senior Conservatives have 
signalled they do not think the

public would support such a 
hike, but independent council- 
lors Lynda Atkins, Les Sibley 
and Mark Gray said the public 
should be given “a real alterna- 
tive” to planned cuts. 

Their comments are signifi- 
cant because their votes are 
needed to give the Conserva- 
tives a majority. 

In a motion to the council, 
Labour group leader Liz Brig- 
house will call for the cap on 
council tax hikes to be removed. 

Mrs Brighouse added: “If 
such a restriction is subse- 
quently set, [council] asks offic- 
ers to set up an informal survey 
on the attitude of Oxfordshire’s 
residents to a referendum to 
meet those needs by an increase 
in the council tax.” 

The meeting was due to take 
place at County Hall as the Ban- 
bury Cake went to press.

£90,000 to safeguard 
building for the future

CHURCHGOERS in a vil- 
lage are trying to raise 
at least £90,000 to restore 
their church spire which 
has become “dangerous” 
to visitors. 

The spire on King’s Sutton 
Parish Church, which stands 
at 198ft, needs urgent re- 
pair work to help secure the 
church’s future. 

The church was inspected 
last year by the Church of 
England, and the parish was 
told that maintenance work 
was urgently needed. 

Inspectors said there were 
serious cracks in the spire 
and in the tower parapets, 
part of the stonework needed 
replacing and the roof must 
be repaired to stop it leaking. 

Places of worship con- 
trolled by the Church of Eng- 
land must be inspected every 
five years. 

Parishioner John Duncan 
is helping to lead the cam- 
paign to attract funding from 
the local community. 

According to the King’s 


Sutton resident, a pinnacle 
from the spire fell through 
the roof of the church about 
15 years ago. 

He said: “This work is all 
about making the church 
safe for people to use. 

“This building is a focal 
point for the community, and 
despite many churches see- 
ing fewer members we have 
seen our congregation in- 
crease over time. 

“We know that people in 
the village are concerned 
about this work that needs to 
be done and they have been 
keen to help.” 

Churchwarden Peter Al- 
len, from King’s Sutton, said: 
“The church is in danger of 
serious deterioration; it is 
not about to fall down but we 
must make sure it is safer for 
our future generations. 

“The church is a landmark 
for the village. If you ask an- 
ybody the spire is what most 
people would recognise most 
about it.” 

Mr Allen said that although 
the Church of England can 
provide loans for building 
work, the application pro- 
cess can be long.

Tenderly 
sculpted 
love story 


BROOKLYN (12A, 112 mins) A 
drama/romance starring Saoirse 
Ronan, Emory Cohen, Domhnall 
Gleeson and Julie Walters. Director: 
John Crowley 

YOUNG hearts run free on 
opposite sides of the Atlantic in 
John Crowley’s handsome 
romance, adapted for the screen 
by Nick Hornby from Colm 
Toibin’s novel. 

Set in the early 1950s, Brooklyn 
harks back to a bygone era of 
restrictive social mores and is 
anchored by a tour-de-force 
performance from Saoirse 
Ronan as an innocent abroad, 
whose journey from County 
Wexford to New York coincides 
with her awkward transition 
into womanhood. 

The 21-year-old Irish- 
American actress doesn’t hit a 
false emotional note, 
contrasting the naivete of her 
heroine’s early days away from 
home with the self-assurance of 
an immigrant who finally 
realises that she belongs. 

Sweeping production and 
costume design evoke the era 
with aplomb, accentuated by 
Michael Brook’s gorgeous score. 

Equally appealing are Emory 
Cohen and Domhnall Gleeson as 
rivals for the heroine’s 
affections. Both actors kindle 
smouldering on-screen 
chemistry with Ronan, so we’re 
undecided, like her, which of 
them she should choose. 

Eilis Lacey (Ronan) isa 
shrinking violet in Enniscorthy. 
She lives with her mother and 


older sister and earns a meagre 
crust at a shop. But then Eilis 
secures a one-way ticket toa 
brighter future in New York. 

Holy man Father Flood (Jim 
Broadbent) places Eilis at a 
boarding house for single girls 
run by Mrs Kehoe (Julie 
Walters). 

Eilis’s homesickness 
gradually fades and she excels 
as a salesgirl at a department 
store. 

She also sparks a tender 
romance with a handsome 
plumber called Tony (Cohen). 

The lovebirds marry in secret, 
but when Eilis returns home to 
Enniscorthy, local boy Jim 
Farrell (Gleeson) unexpectedly 
turns her head and makes her 
hanker for small-town life. 

Brooklyn is a classic, old- 
fashioned love triangle, which 
combines elegant storytelling, 
strong performances and 
swoonsome visuals. 

Toibin’s lyrical dialogue trips 
off the tongue in Hornby’s 
script, capturing the ebb and 
flow of life for young dreamers.

THIS 927-page tome from debut 
novelist Garth Risk Hallberg is such 
beautifully wrought poetry it makes 
you happy to be alive.

The Cabaret Of Plants: Botany And 
The Imagination by Richard Ma- 
bey, hardback by Profile Books,

Richard Mabey’s affinity with 
nature began as a child, when 

he spent days ‘up in the tangled 
attics of cedars’. These days the 
attics are more likely to be of 

the Royal Society of Literature, 

of which Mabey is a fellow, and 
this beautifully-produced book, 
drawing on plants in history, art, 
and literature, demonstrates why. 
A lifetime of pursuing primroses, 
oxlips and samphire has led Mabey 
to a particular feeling about plants: 
that they're not merely decorative 
or passive, the victims of exploita- 
tion or fashion, like unfortunate 
Victorian ferns. Instead they are 
mysteriously autonomous, speaking 


to each other through pheromones. 
We have much to learn, he argues, 
from slowing our pace of natural- 
world inquiry down to plant-time.

AS PRESENTERS of BBC Radio Five 
Live’s Sony award-winning film 
programme, Simon Mayo and Mark 
Kermode'’s light-hearted bickering 
has endeared them to a weekly au- 
dience of more than 500,000. This 
tie-in book takes the premise of 
the show and extends it, promising 
tongue-in-cheek cinematic cures for 
readers’ everyday woes. Stressed 
out? Watch The Big Lebowski. 
Tinnitus? Go and see /nterstellar. 
It's a list-maker’s dream, though it’s 
more for idle browsing than serious 
reference. While fans of the show 
will miss its fractious energy, they 
might be appeased by the lavish 
illustrations and bountiful in-jokes.

YOU will need a strong mag- 
nifying glass to see the tiny 
nips and tucks at the front 
and rear, but the financially 
savvy will notice improve- 
ments to fuel economy and 
emissions of various BMW 3 
Series models. 

There’s now a version that dips 
to 99g/km, earning free road tax, 
although to get it you need the 
£1,550 automatic gearbox. 

The front bumper is a little 
less sculpted than before, with 
a greater emphasis on horizon- 
tal lines. That’s to cater for the 
tastes of larger markets than 
ours. The 3 Series is still an im- 
age-focused car, though, proudly 
displaying the correct badge for 
business types and feeling very 
much the part on the inside, too. 

You could argue that when 
it comes to premium cars, the 
domination of the three-box sa- 
loon is not as strong as it once 
was, but there’s still a strong fol- 
lowing for what has been a huge- 
ly popular and influential model 
in Britain. If you’ve got a new 3 
Series, you’re doing alright. 

There’s a big boot behind the 
three rear seats, with recessed 
bins at the sides and a large 
aperture that lets you noncha-

lantly slot larger cases straight 
in. In the front there are useful 
door bins, and while you won’t 
fit much into the glovebox, the 
cabin is very spacious for pas- 
sengers. 

The 320d is likely to be the big- 
gest seller. The efficiency num- 
bers are impressive and that 
optional eight-speed automatic 
gearbox is superb. The test car 
only had around 500 miles on it, 
but it felt nowhere near as brisk 
as its on-paper 188bhp and 295lb/ 
ft suggest. 

What you do get is super-stable 
handling and oodles of grip on 
the larger wheels of M Sport ver- 


sions, and well-controlled floati- 
ness on the Efficient Dynamics 
(ED Plus) model. Avoid the in- 
consistent Servotronic steering, 
though. 

Using the iDrive is a joy these 
days, and if you upgrade the 
standard BMW Business navi- 
gation to the Professional grade 
you’re rewarded with a wider, 
sharper screen with more func- 
tionality. 

With options the 320D xDrive 
road test version totalled £46,000. 
That’s a terrifying figure. 

A standard but very well 
equipped 335d is less than 
£41,000. 


Dealing with new electrics _ 
Depreciation on vehicles 60 per cent 


DEPRECIATION is the best friend of 
used car buyers, as it helps bring 
down the cost of anew car toa 
much more affordable level. 

Few cars have suffered more 
from depreciation in recent years 
than electric vehicles (EV). 

The reasons for EVs suffering so 
much depreciation, which can run 
at up to 60 per cent in the first year 
alone, are varied. 

For starters, the used car 
industry isn’t quite sure about EVs 
yet, as there are not sufficient 
numbers in the market to make a 
detailed and accurate assessment. 

Another reason used car dealers 
are shy about paying any more 
than bottom dollar is they are 


unfamiliar with battery 
technology. 

With an EV, there are far fewer 
moving parts. This means an EV 
should be more reliable than a car 
with an internal combustion 
engine as there is less to go wrong. 

The battery pack, too, also has 
no moving parts, so there’s no fuel 
pump or fuel lines to falter. 
However, the battery still raises 
many concerns with trade and 
buyers alike because they worry it 
will deteriorate over time. But 
batteries used in most EVs will last 
for at least 150,000 miles. 

Another big concern is the cost of 
replacing the batteries. A Nissan 
Leaf’s battery pack will set you 


back £5,000 for a new one. 

An EV will save you money on 
service items you would expect 
with a petrol or diesel car. 
Regenerative braking with an EV 
recovers energy to help recharge 
the battery and slows the car, so 
you don’t need to use the brakes 
so much. There's also no clutch or 
gearbox to worry about, and you 
don’t have to change oil, filters or 
spark plugs. 

All of this means choosing a used 
electric car adds up to a huge 
saving over a similar petrol- or 
diesel-powered model, but does 
that mean it’s going to increase in 
popularity? 

We'll have to wait and see.
